Claims 1 -1 0 and 1 9 are pending. Claims 1,6,7,9,10 have been 

amended 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's cooperation is appreciated. 

In re pg. 7, the objections of claims 1 , 7, and 9 have been withdrawn. However, 
claim 10 is remain objected because the parentheses have not been deleted. 

In re pg. 7, Applicant's amendment and arguments have overcome the 112 2nd 
rejections of claims 1-5. 

In re pgs. 12-14, Applicant's arguments with respect to 102(b) rejection of claims 
1-10, 19 under online press article have been considered and persuasive. The rejection 
has been withdrawn. However, a request of information is made in view of the 
arguments. See below. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
Claims 1-10, 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Smith et al (US 7171647) as set forth in the previous office action for reason of 
record. 

Response to Arguments 

In re pg. 8-12, Applicant's 131 declarations and arguments have been fully 
considered but are not persuasive. 

In response, 131 is used to show prior invention, not common inventorship (See 
MPEP 706.02). A fully executed 132 should be used to show the reference is not by 
"another". The rejection would be withdrawn upon receiving proper 132 declaration.
